Commission) a Petroleum Exploration Licence to prospect 
for Petroleum for four years from 15-11-1989 for Kutch 
offshore (Structure D) area measuring 687 Sq.

No. 8-1/90-CS-ES-/EA.—The Govenimcnt of India are 
of the view that the current methodology of estimation of 
cost of production of crops which forms an important basis 
for the determination of the procurement/minimum support 
prices needs to be throuchly reviewed with a view to mak¬ 
ing it comprehensive and realistic to ensure fair returns to 
farmers for their produce. The following aspects need to 
be particularly looked into : 

(i) Valuation of labour cn the basis of statutory 
minimum wages or actiral wage rate whichever is 
higher as against only actual wages which have 
been the basis so far. 

(ii) Adjusting procurement/minimum support prices 
announced before the sowing season for rise in 
costs of inputs during the period intervening the 
announcement of the procurement/support prices 
and the arrival of the crop in the market. 

(iii) To include managerial/entrepreneurial functions 
performed bv farmers as an input and treat the 
same as an item of cost. 

2. The Government are also of the view that the terms 
of trade between agricultural and non-agricuUui al sectors 
should also be re-examined with a view to evolve and imple¬ 
ment measures which insulate the farm sector from any 
adverse movement therein, 

3. The Government have, therefore, decided to set up an 
Expert Committee for Review of Methodology of Cost of 
Production of Crops to go into the above issues and make 
suitable recommendations to the Government. The com¬ 
position of the Committee shall be as under :
